X stakes for hospitals will dry up the stream of 
public charity will find support for their views in a 

r ich made by Viscount Powerscourt, chairman of 
Irish Hospitals Trust. He said recently: “Sweep* 
were first inaugurated to pay off ghastly debts, and 
secondly, to put right decay and inefficiency, and 
they can never do anything m the Vay of endowing 
hospitals for their maintenance unless they go on 
at the present rate for many years, which is very un¬ 
likely." 

He then says that these people whq have given 
up subscribing to their favorite h ospi t als, believing aa 
they do. no doubt, that the position is as they see it, 
are actually preventing some people from spending 
the sweep mosiey. which was inaugurated for this 
purpose, on the very necessary improvements, because 
they have got to safeguard die future of hospitals 
financially, and have, therefore, to invest a large 
proportion of this motley received from the sweeps 
and intended for improvements, to make good tha 
deficiency in subscriptions. 

“I do not think this is fair," he concludes, “and 
I know when the true position is placed before the 
charitable public they will tec how unfair it is. I 
would most urgently ask them to reconsider their 
decision, and continue to help these institutions." 

The question of legalizing sweepstakes in aid 
of hospitals how Is being discussed in many countries; 
but there does not appear to be much prospect of any 
great deal of progress being made. Nor would it 
be a wise policy to adopt. For instance, if sweep¬ 
stakes were made lawful as appjying to hospitals, 
other institution! in need of financial assistance 
naturally would consider they had jiut~h* good • 
claim for help. .Indeed, a condition might arise that 
sweepstakes would be held for almost everything. 

The Irish sweep has won a good deal of pop¬ 
ularity. But it has been held twice only; the novelty 
has not yet worn off. Were the practice to be legal¬ 
ized, however, and become general, the public would 
soon tire of the game, just as it has tired of tag days, 
despite the fact that many appeals for money by this 
method am entitled to liberal support.

Employers of Domestic Help

, Under tha proriaiona ol THE SPECIAL REVENUE TAX ACT, return* from em¬ 
ployers of domestic help in connection with private residences will ba required to be filed 
with the Provincial Collector quarterly, on or before the 15th of July, October, January 
and April, covering the deductions made from the wage* of their employees during the 
preceding three months. Information respecting the number of person* so employed 
should be supplied at once to the Provincial Colle”*— Victoria, in order that the proper 
forma and explanations may be fumishei 

Thia Act require* that, commencing April 1, every employer shall deduct a tax of 1% 
from the wagea of hla employees whoec remuneration (including the value of free board 
or lodgings, or any other perquisites) during any week exceeds: 

(a) $25.00 in tha case of a marriod person whose wife or hus¬ 
band resides in the Province, , 

or 

in the case of a widower or widow who has dependent chil- 
v dren under the age of eighteen years residing in the 
Provinoe. 

(by $15.00 In the ease of all other persons. 

• NOTE —The tax is payable on the whole amount if it exceeds the exemption. 

In ease wage* are paid on a monthly basis, the amount* stated in (a) and (b) ahould 
lie applied as $108.33 and $66.00.reapectively. The value of meals or lodging should be 
datermined'by the employer and included in the wagea; but in case both are supplied 
such value must be at a lesser rate than $25.00 per month.
